Meeting of tbe Equal Suffrage 


Association—Speeches by 


Mies E. Henderson 


and Others. 


The Equal Suffrage Association of 
>eoatur met at the oonrt room last night, 
'he-attendance was good, with a large 
>er cent, of men in the congregation. 
Ira. L. 0. Shea presided, and after brief 
ntroduotory services introduced Miss 
lenderaon of Bloomington, who deliv- 
ered the address of the evening. The 
object of the meeting was to encourage 
;he women of Decatnr to accept the 
privilege extended them by the recent 
act of the legislature giving women the 
right to vote at school elections, by vot- 
ng at the coming June school election. 
The rights of women nnder the federal 
and state constitutions were fully dis- 
cussed by the speaker. She showed that 
in the arrangement of the organio law of 
,he republic on abridgement of woman's 
rights somehow took place, as previous 
o the adoption ot the constitution the 
women in many of the colonies had 
voted. It was the opinion of Mies Hen- 
derson that woman suffrage would purify 
in time the politics of the country. She 
told how woman suffrage was adopted in 
Wyoming twenty years ago, and that the 
civilization of tbe territory was improved 
by the law, and now, after an experience 
of that long period, Wyoming as a state 
stands as a fit example to her sistor 
states for good government. She said the 
children in Wyoming did not distinguish 
between father and mother as citizens, as 
both voted an.l these same children 
could not conceive of a place where there 
was no plaoe for the mother to vote. She 
held it to be the duty of all women to 
vote at the coming election, as npon the 
acceptance ot the priviledge granted by 
the law would depend the broadening ol 
the statutes so as to give women univer- 
sal suffrgge in the state. 
Miss Hender- 


son told how orderly the election passec 
oft at Bloomington, where the women 
voted in April and admonished the De- 
oatur women to be careful about getting 
np a contention as to the tickets or ques 
lions involved in tbe election. 


Following Miss Henderson's excellent 


talk there was music and short speeches 
by D. L. Bnnn, Bev. W. E. Leavitt, Dr. 
E. W. Moore, Miss Orissey and Mre 
Stafford. Tbe remarks made by each of 
the speakers were frequently greeted with 
applause. 
The women present were 


requested to express their determination 
to vote by rising. 
All but probably 


dozen women KB*, those who did no 
rise were no donbt nnder 21 years of age 
One member ot a committee appointed 
to canvass the oity and encourage women 
to vote, reported that a majority of the 
women expressed themselves as being un 
oonoerned about the matter not having 
given it much thought, this the lady said 
was somewhat ot a surprise to her as her 
surroundings iu the association bed made 
ber enthusiastic in the matter and she 
suppose I all women felt somewhat as 
she did.
